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Jordan limits daily traffic into Israel 


Jordanian authorities yesterday 
clamped LUmitations on the dally 
traffic of Arab summer visitors cros- 
sing the Jordan River into the 
administered areas and Israel. 
Hundreds of visitors from various 
neighbouring countries were report- 
ed yesterday to have spent a night 
on the Jordanian side waiting for 
their turn to cross the Allenby and 
the Adam (Damya) bridges and 
spend the summer holiday with re- 
latives here. 

Jordanian authorities said that 
beginning today, summer visitors 
would need to obtain a permit from 
Amman to go to the bridges, also 


implying that 2 limited aumber of 
passes will be issued every day. The 
Jordanians only recently lifted all 
restrictions on Arab visitors who 
usualty enter Israel between July 
and September. Israel currenty per- 
mits visits by Arab citizens of 
neighbouring countries throughout 
the year providing they obtain entry 
permits through locai relatives. 
Officials at the Jordan River 
bridges report to date the entry 
of some 35,000 visitors this summer 
at a pace of 3,000 a day. 

The current influx of visitors was 
attributed yesterday to the absence 
of basic restrictions and to relative 


number of Arabs In the administer- 
ed areas and Jerusalem travelling 
to European countries through Am- 
man has been reported. As Jordan- 
tan citizens, local Arabs can cross 
the bridges and fly from Ammen 
where they pay less travel tax than 
the amount demanded in Israel.

One of the first ones I sent him 
was returned with orders that it 
be retyped because of some mi- 
nor defect in style — his name 
wasn’t capitalized or something 
like that.

am order from Haldeman was 
an order from the President, Hal- 
deman was without question the 
‘best instrument Nixon ever found 
for accomplishing exactly what 
he wanted done. 

‘Not everyone served the Presi- 
dent in such a totally unquestion- 
ing manner. Haldeman wag just 
as hard-line as ‘Nixon. He hated 
Nixon’s political enemies as much 
as ‘Nixon hated them. That, 1 
think, was Haldeman's major flaw 
as a presidential assistant — ‘he 
Jacked any independent vision 
that might have helped Nixon 
avoid xistakes. 

Press Secretary Ron Ziegler 
never uttered a syliable that had 
not first been approved by Nixon 


or Haldeman. That got him the 
job over Herb Klein and others 
who had been known now and 
then to express a personal opi- 
nion or an independent thought. 

I had far more respect for 
Elein, the director of communica- 
tions, a sleepy-eyed ex-newspaper 
editor who did not fully share 
the prevailing paranola about the 
media, ‘He had the idea that if 
we treated reporters decently, 
if we were as candid and open 
with them as we could be, most 
of them would give us a fair 
shake, In short, he didn't view 
the media as enemies, simply as 
critics who, if properly handled, 
Would probably give us our due. 

His attitude had two results. 
First, it made Klein by far the 
Most effective person we had in 
dealing with the press. Second 
it made Haldeman, Nixon and 
others increasingly suspicious 
that Klein was not “loyal.” Klein 
lad been a Nixon man since the 
Tate 19402, but now he was sus- 
pected of being too “soft” or too 
“liberal,” and he was therefore 
‘being frozen out by Nixon and 
his new, hard-line advisers. 

I came to regard Chuck Colson 


“as an evil genius. His brilliance 


was undeniable, but it was too 
often applied to encouraging 
Nixon’s darker side, his desire 
to lash out at his enemies, 
instinct for the jugular. 

I would have to say that — 
granting always Nixon’s central 
responsibility for what happened 
in his Administration — Colson 
was one of the men among his 
advisers most responsible for 
ereating the climate that made 
Watergate possible, perhaps in- 
evitable, 

From 1970 on, he was the man 
whose advice the President most 
often followed on politics and on 
the media. He arrived in the 
White House with one secretary 
and ‘by the time he left he had 
dozens of people reporting to 
him. The rest of us would joke 
about ‘Colson’s ever-expanding 
empire—the Department of Dirty 
‘Tricks, we called it—and about 
the fact that none of us knew 
exactly what Colson was up to. 
The joke would in time be on 
us.
